BRAHMIN BURIALS. 


A Lengthy Ceremony Is Necessary te 
Assure Salvation. 


The ceremony of burial as observed 
by the Brahmins is, to our western 
minds, decidedly heathenish. As soon 
as # man dics his relatives and friends 
set ubout performing the long list of 
rites required by religion for the puri- 
fication of his ‘body, 2 

The corpse is washed and a barber 
Shaves off all the hair. After a second 
washing sandalwood is placed upon 
the forehead and garlands of flowers 
around the neck. The mouth is filled 
with ‘betel leaves and the body is 
adorned with rich raiment and 
jewels. After lying in state for a 
certain period the body is wrapped in 
A new piece of cloth, purified accord. 
ing, % prescribed cegemony. Jt is 
next\plaiced upon a litter, and the 
thumbs and toes are bound together 
with cord, ‘Then the head mourner, 
carrying fire in an earthen vessel, 
lwads the way. After him oomes the 
funeral litter ornamented with flowers 
and gaudy cloths and surrounded by 
the mourners. The women remain at 
home, 

On the way to the crematory. three 
halts are made so that the Spirits of * 
the nether world may have time to re- 
pair their mistake if perchance they 
have taken the wrong man, At ouch 
halt a little souked rice is Placed in 
the dead person's mouth that his-hun- ; 
Ker and thirst may b satistiod, Het 
Cremition ground at Benares, the holy 
city, is an open, sandy space beside 
the Ganges. Runoing down into the 4 
Waler ure quite a number of long, 
wide flights of steps called phiuts, 
Even phat is set aside for a particular 
Purpose, At the burning ghat the 
funeral procession halts,” 

First n shallow pit is dug. This wf 
consecrated with ceremonial water 
and a few coins are thrown into it, 
The funeral pyre is then erected, The 
body is stripped of all jewels. und 
raiment, and having been dipped in 
the sacred river, ix laid upon the pyre. 
Then are performed a number of puri. 
fication rites, after which a stall gold 
coin is placed in the mouth of the 
Corpse. Then the head mourner 
touches a torch to the corners ‘of the 
pyre, and the procession returns to 
be house, where numerous other 
rites. must be performed. Only the 
four men who carried'the corpse re- 
main. These must wait until the body 
is entirely consumed and cast the 
ashes into the sacred waters of the 


river. 

The ciemslors is in the care of the 
“domri,”’ the lowest of castes, who 
charge exorbitant prices for the wood, 
the oil and’ other accessories needed 
for the burning. The earlier this oo- 
curs the greater is the cost and more 
certain is the departed one’s chance 
of reaching. puradise, Toward noon 
the bodies of criminals and the very 
poor are cremated. The higher order 
of priests and fakirs are considered 
so‘holy that they do not need to be 
purified by fire. Their bodies are sim. 
ply cast into the river, f os

Constable Rowell visited the shack, 
making carefa) examination and 
measurements, and his evidence tend- 
ed to show that Ross’ story was pe- 
culiar, The seat of an overturned 
chair, near the entrance door, was cov- 
ered with blood, a bullet was found 
embedded in the wall at a height of 
only two feet and nine inches from 
the floor; and a bullet had entered 
Parkinson’s head, behind the right 
ear, staking an upward course and 
emerging from the left eye, tearing 
part of the face off. 

Nine days before the shooting, Park- 
inson received $75, and had» spent 
very little of this. The last heard of 
Parkinson alive was on the morning 
of Dec. 8, and that day Rosa went to 
the house of Mr. and Mrs. Richards 
nearby, in the absence of Richards, 
and despite the protests of Mrs. Rich- 
ards, stayed all day and all night. 
Previous to this, Ross had trouble 
with the Richards, and had been fin- 
ed. $25 and bound over the keep, the 
peace and stay away. Ross paid an 
old board bill of $30 to Mrs. Rich- 
ards, and gave the children a present 
of two dollars. The woman was afraid 
of him, as he carried his rifle, and 
begged him to leave; but he persisted 
in remaining, saying that Parkinson 
was away, and that there was no wood 
in the shack. 

Evidence will be introduced by the 
crown tending to show that the shoot- 
ing took place the day before Ross 
said it did.

Albert Adams, After Severa! Days of 
1-Ternper as a Result of Liquor, 
Shoots Wife in the Breast and 
Then Kills Himself—Adams Was 

Well Off—Could Get No Li” 
quor, But Drank Cider.  * 


Guelph, April 7.—Albert Adama, a 
well-known and well-to-do blackemith 
at Weissenburg, a hamlet eight miles 
from Guelph, shot his wife yesterday 
afternoon, and a moment later turned 
the revolver upon himself. 

e y occurred sbout 4 o’clock 
in Adams’ comfortable brick residence 
beside his i The only eye-witness 
was Louisa Hauck, a girl who had 
been hired for a few days to pap with 
the housecleaning, although in the 
yard, just outside the door, the three 
children, Mina, aged 10; Hughie, aged 
7; and Harold, aged 5, continued play- 
ing. quite unconscious of the grim 
occurrence. f 

Adams, who had been quarrelling 
with his wife a good deal all week, 
and particularly yesterday morning, 
having been on one of his occasional 
sprees, left for Guelph at 11 o'clock 
yesterday morning, and bought a new 
calibre five-chamber revolver. U; 
his return he found his wife and 
Hauck in the kitchen, busy wal 
pering. He sat in the corner 
time’ without saying anything. The 
women paid no heed to him

omen, he drew the revolver from his 
coat pocket and, pressing it against 
his wife's chest, fired. — 2 

The bullet entered a little too high 
to reach the heart, but punctured 
large artery. Turning from him, the 
wounded woman ran from the house, 
through the front gate and along the 
road a distance of over 100 feet to the 
C.P.R. crossing, screaming that she 
was shot, and calling for help. At the 
crossing she turned, but the internal 
bleeding weakened her so that she fell 
to the ground, some 15 yards from 
the gate. * 

Louisa Hauck, after the shot was 
fired, and fearing that Adams might 
turn upon her, ran out the back door 
to Roth’s Hotel, calling for help. Hear- 
ing Mrs. Adams‘ cries, she ran to 
where she was, and, wetting her 
apron, bathed the aying ncrnes s head 
until she died, with the words, “He 


iaea| has shot me; I am dying; call the 


priest.” : j 

Just as Miss Hauck was rushing 
from the house she heard another 
shot, probably the one with which 
Adams took Dy own life, though he 
may have fired again at his wife, or 
she was running up the road. 

Dr. P; J. Kirby of New Germany, 
and Rev. Father Foester of the same 
place, arrived soon afterwards. They 
found Mrs. Adams dead under the 
hedge, and in the kitchen the pros 
trate body of Adams, with a wound 
in his chest, in almost exactly the 
same spot as that which killed his 
wife, .

The children by this time were ny 
and running back aud forth between 
the prostrate bodtoe A oa 

Major H. D. Merewether, high con- 
stable of Wellington County, and Con- 
stable Young, made an examination 
of the premises and sent for Coroner 
Mclean of Guelph. 

The house and shop were owned by 
Adams, and all paid for. He had 
some money in the bank, and was 
comfortably situated. He was a good 
mechanic. Hix failings were a weak- 
ness for drink, and when drunk a bad 
temper. At other times he was a good 
hsuband. 

Father Foester said that the hotel- 
keeper in Weissenburg had refused 
for the past year or sv to give Adams 
whisky, but that he had made a prac 
tice of keeping plenty of hard cider 
in his ceilar, and it had almost the 
same effect upon him, 

Albert -Adams was about 38 years of 
age, and wax a son of the late Igna- 
tius Adams of New Germany. He is 
survived by two brothers, Joseph 
Adams of Toronto and Ignatius 
Adams, who lives on the old home- 
stead. There are five sisters, Mrs. M. 
Brotunan of Winterburne, Mra, Adam 
Starr of Preston, Mrs. Wm, Ott and 
Mrs. Charles Smith, both off Berlin. 

Mrs. Adams was Mary, the eldest 
daughter of the late Henry Reinhart 
of New Germany, and she was also 
very well connected in this district. 
Mrs. Haenel of Guelph is a sister.

Persecution: 1s.Going on Throughout ;

Are In Terror — Educational Re- 
strictions Are Being Made More 
Severe and Wholesale Rob- 
béry Is Now In Progress. 


Berlin, April H.—(N. _Y. Times 
Cudle.)—Expulsions of Jews trom 
Russia are taking place on a scale 
unprecedented in extent and cruelty. 
The details received By the German 
Jewish Relief Association indicate 
that the number is increasing from ! 
day to day, and already es far 
into the thousands. Sas 

The entire Jewish population of the 
Russian Empire is in a state of the 
utmost terror. Almost every commun- 
ity outaide the limited regions where 
Jews are permitted to dwell, is daily 
the scene of wholesale evictions. Jews 
who have lived for many years in the 
Baltic provinces and also those resi- 
dentin Kieff are being persecuted 
with especial severity. 

In Kiefl alone 1,200 families have 
been deprived of the right of further 
domicile. é 

One thousand six-hundred families 
of Bokhara Jews have been driven ‘ 
from their homes during the last few 
weeks, and now find themselves in a 
most desperate plight. The Emir of 
‘Bokhara, acting in co-operation with 
the Jews’ Kussian tors, has 
refused to permit them to ‘re-enter the 
country. 

Even in the so-called settlement dis- 
tricts, where Jews are sup) to 
enjoy the unmolested right of domi- 
cile, the expulaion regime is in full 
sawing. The authorities have harked 
back to the notorious Ignatieff “May 
laws” of 1842 and 1891, and with un- 
restrained cruelty are driving out the 
comparatively few Jews who inhabit 
the settlement districts and are com- 
pelling them to seek refuge in the 
overcrowded cities, where starvation 
and pauperism sooner or later compel 
them to flee the country. 

Protesta at the Russian Ministry of 
thé Interior, which formerly resulted 
an thd abatement of the particularly 
harsh expulsion methods, have now 
become entirely futile.' There is no 
longer any doubt that the persecution 
movement has the support of the 
highest and most responsible nuthori- 
ties. 

While the expulsions are taking 
place the Jews are being robbed more 
and more of their educational rights. 
Until. recently the higher private 
schools were permitted to accept ss 
many Jewish students as they pleas 
ed, regardless of the limited percent 
age which is allowed to attend the 
public schools: The Minister of Edu- 
cation, M. Schwartz, hax now issued 
a decree prohibiting. private schools 
from receiving ai er-Hercentage 
of Jewish scholats-than the public 
schovls.

all interests Tavolved could be heard. 

To this the Minister would not agree 
and just before the House rose a 
somewhat heated discussion arose over, 
a remark by Mr. King to the effect 


ff that, while the Liberal members de- 


sired to ibiprove the bill, it looked 
as though the Opposition was desir- 
ous of preventing it becoming law this 
session. This was denied by several 
members. 

" In-reply to a question put by Mr. 
Blain, he said that no good object 
could be hereby served by sending the 
bill to a special committee, and if 
such a course were adopted it could 
not become law this session. 

Hon. John Haggart asked if these 
-combines had been injurious to the 
public, Mr. King replied that he had 
no evidence, but in some instances it 
was the case.

New Surgical Method. 

Baltimore. Md., April 21.—Dr. EF. 
H. Richardson of Johns Hopkins ! 
Hospital announced yesterday a new 
method jn surgery, recently practiced 
with success at that hospital in oper- ‘ 
ations for a disease of the kidneys. 
First, a blunt needle is threaded with 
a fine silver wire, then an incision 
ie made about the infected part and 
the wire is drawn seesaw fashion 
through the kidneys to the extent 
desired. 

By the old method, in which the 
knife was used, serious and some 
times uncontrollable hemorrhages 
were caused. The silver wire method 
obviates this, as instead of cutting 
through the flesh it works through 
the vessel or arteries without sever 
ing them. The method ia pronounc- 
ed invaluable for exploring the kid- 
neys.

Holmes is a mental and physical 
wreck. In fact he is so weak that he 
has been unable to leave his bed 
since coming to the jail and is un- 
der the care of a physician with a 
constant guard to avoid any attem:; 
at suicide. Though very reticent he 
states that after entering the swamp, 
on the edge of which he conversed 
with a boy named Perry, he never 
came into the open again until Bat 
urday. Constables - and neighbors 
passed close to him on several occa- 
sions, but he had no difficulty hid- 
ing in the thick brush. His clothing 
was torn and watersoaked, and alto- 
gether the murderer presented 2 com- 
pletely changed appearance’ from 
what had characterized his make-up 
a few days before. 

Holmes attributes his act to the 
promptinge of Satan, the evil one 
telling him to raise the axe and alay 
Bolton, which he did on the impulse 
of the moment.
